CRY FOR RETALIATION.

French FPress Urging Measures of Re-
venge Against the Tariff Act.

Wasaisgroxn, Dee, 18.—F. B, Loomis,
commercial agent of the United States,
at 8t. Etienne, France, says in a letter
to the state department that the French
press is trying to excite its readers intoa
state of revengful fury over what it calls
the injustice of the MeKinley tariff aet.
“This sentiment is not, it is true,
strong enough at present to be form-
idable,"”" says Mr. Loomis, “but if a
continuation of this press fanning be
kept np, no one can say what its ulti-
mate development will be. The cry for
gpecific retaliation was raised by the
Memorial, an influential paper published
here, and circulating in a laboring ecom-
munity of 200,000 souls. The American
interests which have been marked for
attack by papers are those represented
by the United States insurance com-
panies doing busivness in France. The
volume of business of this sort trans-
acted here amounts to §30,000,000 an-
nually, so that the American interests
threatened are very considerable, and 1
have thought it well to make thisreport.”
